With the present rate of ship­ 
ment out of this state reaching a 
total of 1704 cars a day and the ca­ 
pacity of eastern consumption plac­ 
ed by agricultural experts at no 
more than 800 cars a day for a six- 
day week, temporary abandonment 
of grape shipments was regarded 
as a means of checking an unab- 
sorbable market. 
The reduction program, advocated 
by clearing house committees of the 
California Vineyardtets association, 
is receiving the co-operation of both 
members and non-members of the 
association, according to Donald D. 
Conn, managing director of the C. 
V. A. 
"Nothing but disaster and red ink 
can come to the grower by failure 
to recognize that the market can­ 
not absorb such a tonnage," Conn 
said. 
Conn declared the outlook Rn* the 
next IO day* was favorable for a 
pronounced reduction and a subse­ 
quent auspicious reaction to the in­ 
dustry.

'A total of 89,657 passengers were 
counted In 88,572 motor cars enter­ 
ing the entire state during the past 
month. 
For the first time in his­ 
tory the number of passengers in 
the incoming tourists* bars were 
counted by officials a t the various

This Innovation will give Califor­ 
nians an even more accurate esti­ 
mate of the tourist influx by mo­ 
tor car.

A drive against garagemen who 
allow 
automobiles

without records 
being 
made 
of 
them will be launched Monday by 
the state 
traffic squad of Or­ 
ange county, W alter P. Greer, in­ 
spector, announced today. 
Traffic officers have had con­ 
siderable trouble during the past 
several weeks w ith garage own­ 
ers regarding obedience to the law 
and action will be taken against 
them unless they observe the law, 
he said. 
Section No. IT of the California 
vehicle act specifies th at "every 
person engaged In the business of 
conducting a public garage shall 
keep a w ritten record of every 
motor vehicle stored therein for 
compensation for a period longer 
than IS hours, which record shall 
include the name and address of 
the person storing such vehicle, to­ 
gether w ith a brief description of 
such vehicle, including the name 
and make, the motor number and 
license number 
and 
the license 
number thereof as shown by the 
number 
plates 
and 
registration 
certificate 
upon 
such 
vehicle. 
Every such record shall bs open 
to inspection by any police officer. 
"W henever 
any "m otor 
vehicle 
has been stored in a public ga­ 
rage for SO days and the owner 
or his address Is unknown to tbs 
garage proprietor, the latter shall 
immediately report 
the presence 
of such motor vehicle in the ga­ 
rage to the police or sheriffs of­ 
fice in the city or county where­ 
in such garage is located." 
Much of the trouble experienced 
by local police is caused by ga­ 
rage men not having blanks on 
which to keep the records, offi­ 
cers here believe. Garagemen who 
need blanks can 
procure 
them 
from the Flagg Printing company, 
Santa Ana, officers said.

Now the toll col­ 
lectors who stand a t the Galata 
and Btamboul ends of the bridge 
are actually “collecting” toll and 
ar# actually handing over to the 
city treasury some 600,000 lire a 
month. 
The lf collectors have been clad 
by the republic In 
long, 
tig h t­ 
sleeved “pocketless” chemises and 
provided with brass boxes, slung 
round 
their 
necks. 
Into 
those 
boxes a piaster from every pas­ 
serby m ust clink. 
H alf a dozen 
Inspectors prowl the 
bridge 
or 
lurk in the kiosks a t each end, 
with ears attuned to listen for the 
clink. 
Hence the “12 strong men 
and true” are tru e perforce, de­ 
spite a wage of approximately $12 
a month. 
They are chosen with 
an eye for physical strength, for 
no weakling could enforce the new 
regime’s order th at every passer­ 
by m ust pay his half cent. 
In the old days Turkish women 
could glide 
through 
the 
cordon 
w ithout paying, for no man could 
scuffle with a Moslem woman un­ 
less sh* were his wife. Em ancipa­ 
tion has cost the ladies the price 
of th* bridge toll, though many a 
veiled virago, fresh from Anatolia 
and unused to the new-fangled, 
heathenish equality of the sexes, 
puts up a pretty fight w ith the 
collectors before she will part with 
her piaster. 
Under the old regime, cripples 
as well as beggars and Idiots were 
exempt from the toll. 
A wealthy 
English resident of Constantinople 
who had a lame tog, profiting by 
this exemption, 
saved 
a ' piaster 
every time he crossed the bridge 
during some SO years of his life 
here. But no sooner had the allies 
withdrawn 
from 
Constantinople 
than officials of the new Turkish 
republic presented the Englishman 
with a bill for all the toll he 
hadn’t paid during 
thirty 
years.

INTERESTED IN REFERENDUM CASE 


Orange County has a keen and direct interest in 
the action brought in Sacramento for the purpose 
of determining the validity of the referendum peti­ 
tion that seeks to hold up California’s new assembly 
and state senatorial districting law. 
If the law is 
not held up, next year Orange County will in itself 
be a state senatorial district; if the referendum is 
found to be valid, the redistricting law as passed 
by the State Legislature last spring will be on the 
ballot in November, 1928, and even when it wins 
cannot become effective for another two years. 
It will be remembered that for many years Cali­ 
fornia has districted for both branches of the Legis­ 
lature with census figures as the basis. 
Following 
the 1920 census, the upper part of the state, having 
control of the Legislature, blocked all efforts at re­ 
districting. 
The reason was apparent: Southern 
California in population had outstripped the northern 
half of the state, and control of the Legislature, if 
re-districting was allowed, would pass to the south. 
After n delay of six years, the State Farm Bu­ 
reau fathered a Constitutional Act under which as­ 
sembly districts would be laid off according to pop­ 
ulation while state senatorial districts would be by 
counties with a limitation as to the number of state 
senators any county could have. This plan, known 
as the federal plan for the reason that it almost par­ 
allels the method used for the selection of Congress­ 
men and United States Senators, was given a de­ 
cisive vote at the polls in November, 1926. 
Act­ 
ing upon that measure, the Legislature last spring 
paned a re-districting bill. 
The federal plan hat been fought bitterly by 
Los Angeles leaders who insist that nothing will do 
excepting districting for both branches of the leg 
islature according to population. 
Under that pro­ 
cedure control of the Assembly and the State Sen 
ate would be in the hands of three cities of the 
state, Los Angeles. San Francisco and Oakland. Al­ 
though the State Legislature in passing the bill for 
re-distn’cting had followed the plain mandate of the 
oeople, the Los Angeles leaders took advantage of 
California's initiative and referendum law to secure 
delay, hoping that by bringing the bill to a vote 
next year re-districting in this state according to the 
federal plan would be temporarily aet aside, and. 
possibly, in the end wiped out. 
The petition for referendum hts been filed appar­ 
ently with enough names to make it good. Action, 
However, has been brought in the courts attacking 
the petition on the ground that many hundreds of 
names were secured improperly. 
That is, the sig­ 
natures were not signed in the presence of the circu­ 
lators. 
Hie point is technical, but since the fight 
that the referendum leaders are making is, on the 
face of if, aa effort to defeat the will of the peo­ 
ple, it is hoped that the court will kill the referen­ 
dum. 
The districting issue was plain, end the expres­ 
sion of the voters of the state decisive. There is no 
likelihood of any change in the sentiment of the 
people of the state. 
The people et large do not 
want to fight over the same ground again, and to 
compel them to do so would bring about a great 
loss of time, effort and money. 
Orange county naturally wants the re-districting 
bill as passed by the lest Legislature to become im­ 
mediately effective. 
At present we are in a dis­ 
trict with Riverside and Imperial counties, and while 
we enjoy our political associations with those coun­ 
ties we are entitled to a state senator of our very 
own. 
That, however, is not the only reason why 
we Have favored the federal plan in this county. 
We have recognized the federal method as just and 
fair. A better government can be assured the state 
if a check and balance is maintained between the 
two branches of the Legislature than could be pos­ 
sible if entire control of both houses is given over 
to the three largest cities of the state.

A statement of a committee of the Inter-church 
conference that was not clearly worded baa been 
misinterpreted generally by the press of the coun­ 
try. 
The committee has been made to say there 
is a falling off in Proteatant church membership of 
more than 600,000 annually. The writer of an article 
on religious discussion In The 
Sun 
recently 
ap­ 
proached his subject from that viewpoint 
What the committee apparently attempted to say 
was that there is a loss of 600,000 members per 
year, without taking Into 
account 
the fact that 
there are likewise 1,000,000 or more new members 
added each year, which is a very different story. 
The actual net gain in the 
number of com­ 
municants of all 
denominations, 
Protestant aud 
Catholic, for the year 1926 was 489,566. 
There is nothing at all to be alarmed at over the 
fact that 600,000 out c f 29,000,000 Protejtant church 
members are stricken from the 
rolls each year. 
That would be an average of hardly more than two 
per year per church, for 
there 
are 
considerably 
more than 200,000 Protestant churches. The church­ 
es of the country increased their membership by a 
number twice as great as the losses. 
The figures of net gains in the number of com­ 
municants of all denominations are Increasing:

But It should be noted that whereas 1923 wa 
ap­ 
proximately 400,000 under 1921 In gains the year 
1925 was In turn nearly 400,000 over 1923. 
In 1926 there were 47,550,902 communicants of all 
denominations, or approximately 
half 
a 
million 
more than during any other year In the history of 
th* nation, and as far as gains are concerned the 
year 1926 was not a particularly bright year. 
The churches of the nation are not confronted 
with a problem of loss In membership. Ths church 
today—as it has been on every day for nearly 2000 
years—is the greatest factor in the development and 
progress of the world.

Noteworthy In connection with the season of the 
San Francisco Civic Opera company which has Just 
opened for Its fifth consecutive year is the fact that 
th* association makes ends meet. 
And this Is a 
unique record for grand opera. Even the Metropol­ 
itan with Its greater musical population to draw 
upon and the higher prices charged fails to equal 
this record. 
This year the first venture In Wagnerian opera 
since the war has been attempted with “Tristan and 
Isolde," accepted In many quarters as ths master's 
greatest work, included in the repertoire. 
Puccini's 
posthumous opera, “Turandot," Giordano's “La Cano 
dell* Beffe" are two world novelties that are offered 
this season. Then there are the old standard operas 
in both French and Italian making a well balanced 
list that will appeal to all who enjoy music. 
Our 
ifpertoire on the Pacific littoral cannot be aa ex­ 
tensive as those offered New York and Chicago nor 
is the roster of leading artists as long. Neverthe­ 
less what we have is up to the standard of eastern 
opera seasons and best of all our season does not 
plunge the association Into debt. It does not roll up 
any glittering surplus, but In such an ambitious un­ 
dertaking as grand opera nobody expects that It 
will. 
The San Francisco Symphony Orchestra, although 
It has weathered sixteen seasons and Is now in its 
seventeenth, has not had such an easy road to 
travel.
